ents by ‘‘cost per student’ 
and subtract from the total 
negotiated cost and you have 
a figure that the foundation 
program will pay, 

Using a mythical figure 
for example, It cast $90 to 
pick up one eligible student 
This the foundation program 
will pay, But If you pick up 
one Ineligible student on the 
way then the program will 
pay S45 although it costs 
no more to pick up the sec- 
ond student you have come 
to a figure of cost per stu- 
dent of $45 each and the foun- 
dation program will only pay 
for the eligible one, 

In actual bus costs {t 
costs no more to transport 
all the students but the board 
{s actually being penalized 
when {it has to subtract the 
cost of transporting the {n- 
eligibles,

Tetanus germs must be 
particularly hardy because 
they live in the soll, resist- 
ing the cold and dryness, 
as well as In the Intestine 
of animals like horses and 
cattle, Contaminated wounds 
may harboor the tetanus 
organisms for long periods 
before they multiply, The 
germs grow most 
when alr (oxygen) supplies 
are excluded; so deep, pene- 
trating wounds are the most 
dangerous but on occasions 
the most trivial injury can be 
responsible, When the org- 
anisms multiply, extremely 
potent polsons are formed, 
one of which attacks the cells 
of the nervous system, 
Ascending the spina) cord, 
it causes violent muscular 
Spasms, coavulsions and as- 
phyxia, The mortality rate 
is still high (20 to 50%) 
fespite modern treatment, 

Vigorous efforts there- 
fore have to be made to pre- 
vent tetanus in injured 
patients, The traditional 
method is by the injection of 
an anti-toxin derived from

‘ Mayor Fowler’s Memo 


The Town's Financial 
Statement for 1967 has now 
been completed tn its draft 
form wd I am extremely 
pleased to note that the town 
finds itself in a better fin- 
ancial position than it has 
enjoyed in anumber of years. 
As a result of very close 
‘budget control’ and an ever 
watchful eye on all depart- 
ments we have finished the 
1967 finanelal year with a 
greater surplus than we had 
budgeted for, For the first 
time tn a number of years 
we will be carrying forward 
into 1968 a Surplus Instead 
of the usual Deficit, and that 
Surplus could possibly be as 
much as $15,000 over the 
budgeted Surplus which 
would put us into a Surplus 
® position of some $70,000, 
This does not by any means 
indicate that we have that 
amount of money tn the bank 
just lieing around, It simply 
means that we will have to 
borrow that much less to 
finance the town on a cur- 
rent basis, 

Due to the fact that the 
town budgets on a Jan, | - 
Dec, 3) basis and we cannot 
levy taxes until early sum- 
mer ani actually obtain the 
money unti] fall ( or some 
times winter ) we must bor- 
row operating money very 
early in the year to cover 
this interim period, and also 
due to the fact that we can- 
not expect 100% of the tax 
levy to be pald (even though 
we have budgeted to expend 
100%) you can see the need 
to create a surplus, While 
we do not expect to collect 
all the taxes we levy in any 
given year we are protected 
for the amount that we levy 
by the Statutes andi can there 
fore borrow against the out- 
stamiing amounts, | suppose 
the ideal situation would be 
to have a Carry Forward 
Surplus of almost one half 
the total operating badget 
for one year, Uf this situation 
was a reality we would also 
be in the happy position 
wf not having to borrow any 
»perating money at all, The 
cost of temporary borrow- 
ing ts considerable and Is 
an item that all of us on 
coune!!] would like to be in 
a position to reduce as much 
as feasible every year, 

We budgeted for asurplus 
vf approximately three mills 
in 1967 and it Is my reco- 

meadation to councf!] that 
we budget for the same 
amount of dollars tn 1968, 
I am convinced that this can 
be done without effecting an 
increase in taxes for the 
Municipal Portion of the tax 
levy, There is no reason 
whatsoever for the municlp- 
al portion of the tax levy 

increase this year and! 
belleve that I can safely 
predict that such will not be 
the case, While we do not 
at the present time antici- 
pate cutting any services we 
fo anticipate getting good 
jollar value by excercising 
a general ‘tightening up’ at 
all levels of the municipal 
»peration, 

As a simple example of 
this policy we have decided 
that the position of the As- 
sistant secretary-treasurer

Where St, Albert has felt the result of two school 
boards most keenly {s In not being able to pool resources 
for a composite regional high school, Equiping both 
vocational and academic wings is very expensive and 
neither board has been able to do it, 

A practical compromise may be to educate students 
to the Grade 8 or 9 level under two systems and combine 
for high school education, Maximum benefit to the young 
people must be a prime concern, The sheer volume of 
learning they require today just to fit themselves for a 
job ts staggering, Let alone what they require for edu- 
cation’s main purpose - to equip themselves to have 
a rewarding and fulfilled life as persons, 

It would appear that the time {s not yet ripe for such 
action, But the new generation - young people presently
